Washington, June 20.—It is 
understood that Governor Frantz 
will let no grass grow under his 
feet in the matter of consumma­ 
ting statehood, and that he will 
immediately issue the call for the 
election of delegates, the conven­ 
tion to be held in August. 
The 
constitution will be ready for the 
people at the November election. 
On the following Fourth of July, 
the forty-sixth star will be added 
to the flag. 
Now that statehood is assured 
for Oklahoma and Indian Terri­ 
tory, the question arises as to 
just where the new star will goon 
the flag. 
Its position is of much 
moment, notwithstanding the fact 
that soon after it takes its place 
among the forty-five others now 
in the field, few persons will be 
able to pick out Oklahoma from 
that of any other state in the 
Union, 
Arthur Copeland, the local flag- 
maker, who makes many flags for 
the government, was asked today 
just where he proposed to put 
the new state. 
Mr. Copeland 
stated that the position would 


have to be determined by the 
government, and his work in 
adding the new star would be 
according to instructions. 
Five spaces were provided on 
the flag. one for each territory, 
in the event they should some 
day become states- Joint state­ 
hood for Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory bas made one space 
unnecessary. 
But the question of position i9 
one which will not bother either 
the government or Copeland for 
some time yet, as the star cannot 
be placed on the flag until the 
Fourth of July following the for 
coation aod ratification of a con­ 
stitution, which is yet to be done 
by the people of a new state.

GOSSIP FROM GUTHRIE 


ON NEW STATE POLITICS 


Guthrie, Okla., Jane 20.- 


Judge Frank Dale of Guthrie, is 
an avowed candidate for the 
democratic nomination for the 
first governor of Oklahoma state, 
and has started out on his cam- 
paign. He came to Guthrie on 
the first day from Wichita, Kan- 
sas and in 1893 was appointed 
chief justice of Oklahoma by 
President Cleveland, serving four 
•years. He is a brother of Judge 
David Dale, of Wichita, the dem- 
ocratic nominee against Governor 
Hoch of Kansas, two years ago. 
Frank Dale is one of the wealth- 
iest men in Oklahoma, making 
his entire fortune wince locating 
here, and has in Guthrie the most 
palatial residence in the territory. 
Col. J. J. McAlester and Dr. D. 


M. Halley, of McAlester and 
Captain Joseph H. Grant of Okla- 
homa City, ex governor of the 
province of Lejte, P. I., are also 
memtioned as democratic guber- 
natorial aspirants. 


A plan will be offered to the 


board, which will district Okla- 
homa for the election of delegates 
to the constitutional convention, 
which the origuators believe will 
simplify and shorten the work of 
the board. It is proposed to elect 
two delegates in each of the pres- 
ent 26 representative districts of 
the territory, a total of 52, and at 
the same time elect three dele- 
gates at large in the territory, 
making the full 55 to which Okla- 
homa is entitled.

stated that the position would 


have to be determined by the 
government, and his work in 
adding the new star would be 
according to instructions. 
, Five spaces were provided on 
the flag, one for each territory 
in the event they' should som 
day become states. Joint state 
hood for Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory has made one space 
unnecessary. 


But the question of position is 


one which will not bother either 
the government or Copeland for 
some time yet, as the star cannot 
be placed on the flag until the 
Fourth of July following the for 
mation and ratification of a con 
stitntioD, which is yet to be done 
by the people of a new state.
